1 . Regarding the status of the claims in the instant application, the Examiner has 
found new prior art. The Examiner is obliged to apply the newly found prior art. The 
Examiner regrets the delayed process of the application. Accordingly, claims 1-20 are 
pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 , 2 and 6-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated 
by U.S Sterling Deborah 20020055833 A 

As per claims 1, and 2 Sterling discloses a system/method for virtual population 
mutual relationship using electronic computer networks, the method comprising; 
Establishing for the real entity a us^r account including billing data, virtual identification 
data, and transaction-authorization data, wherein said transaction-authorization data is 
not linked to said billing data; assigning to said virtual entity a virtual transaction account 
including said transaction-authorization data, providing at least part of said virtual 
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identification data to enable said service to identify said virtual entity, and providing said 
transaction-authorization data for enabling authorization of a transaction of said entity 
on said communication network without revealing said real entity (see., abstract, [0024], 
[0028], [0134], [0136].' claim 35. claim 77). 

As per claims 6-20 Sterling discloses a system/method for virtual population 
mutual relationship using electronic computer networks, the method comprising; 
Establishing for the real entity a user account including billing data, virtual identification 
data, and transaction-authorization data, wherein said transaction-authorization data is 
not linked to said billing data; assigning to said virtual entity a virtual transaction account 
including said transaction-authorization data, providing at least part of said virtual 
identification data to enable said service to identify said virtual entity, and providing said 
transaction-authorization data for enabling authorization of a transaction of said entity 
on said communication network without revealing said real entity (see., abstract, [0024], 
[0028], [0134], [0136], claim 35, claim 77).
